Indochina rather than attempting to revise the earlier one (NIE-5).

5. Action: Agreed a National Estimate should be produced 
on Burma starting on the basis of the terms of reference sub- 
mitted by the State Department.

6. Action: Agreed that there should be developed immedi- 
ately an estimate on guerrilla warfare in China specifically 
designed to meet urgent needs of the Government, After the 
completion of the urgent estimate consideration will be given 
to any necessary broadening of the problem in race that it may 
be issued as a special estimate,
